A TaRATY of Peace between the United States of Ame- 
rica and the tribes of Indians called the Wyandots, Dela- 
wares, Shawanoes, Ottawas, Chipewas, Putawatimes, 


Miamis, Eel river, Weeds, Kickapoo, Piankaſhaws and 
Kaſhaſhias. 


O put am end to a deſtruQtive war, to ſettle all con- 
troverſies and to reſtore harmony and a friendly 
intercourſe between the ſaid United States and Indian 
tribes; Anthony Wayne, major-general, commanding 
the army of the United States, and ſole commiſſioner for 
the good purpoſes above mentioned, and the ſaid tribes 
of Indians, by their ſachems, chiefs, and warriors, met 
together at Greeneville, the head quarters of the ſaid 
army, have agreed on the following articles, which, 
when ratified by the Preſident, with the advice and con- 
| ſent of the Senate of the United States, ſhall be dn 
on them and the ſaid Indian tribes. 

ARTICLE 1\t. Henceforth all hoſtilities ſhall ceaſe; 
peace 1s hereby eſtabliſhed, and ſhall be perpetual ; and 
a friendly intercourſe ſhall take place, between the ſaid - 
United States and Indian tribes. 

ARTICLE 2d. All priſoners ſhall on both ſides be re- 
ſtored, The Indians, priſoners to the United States ſhall 
be immediately ſet at liberty. 'The people of the Uni- 
ted States ſtill remaining priſoners among the Indians, 
ſhall be delivered up in ninety days from the date here- 
of, to the general or commanding officer at Greene- 
ville, Fort Wayne, or Fort Defiance ; and ten chiefs of 
the ſaid tribes ſhall remain at Greeneville as hoſtages, 
untill the delivery of the priſoners ſhall be effected. 


(.2 ) 


ARTICLE zd. The general boundary line between the 
lands of the United States, and the lands of the ſaid 
Indian tribes, ſhall begin at the mouth of Cayahoga ri- 
ver, and run thence up the ſame to the portage between 
that and the Tuſcarawas branch of the Muſkingum ; 
thence down that branch to the croſſing place above 
Fort Lawrence ; thence weſterly to a fork of that 
branch of the great Miami river running into the Ohio, 

at or near which fork {ſtood Loromie's ſtore, and where 
commences the portage between the Miami of the 
Ohio, and St. Mary's river, which is a branch of the 
Miami, which runs into Lake Erie; thence a weſterly 
courſe to Fort Recovery, which ſtands on a branch of 
the Wabaſh ; then ſouth-weſterly in a direct line to the 
Ohio, ſo as to interſect that river oppoſite the mouth 
of Kentucke or Cuttawa river. And in conſideration 
of the peace now eſtabliſhed, of the goods formerly re- 
ceived from the United States,—of thoſe now to be de- 
livered, and of the yearly delivery of goods now ſtipu- 
lated to be made hereafter, and to indemnify the United 
States for the injuries and expenſes they have ſuſtained 
during the war; the ſaid Indian tribes do hereby cede 
and relinquiſh forever, all their claims to the lands ly- 
ing eaſtwardly and ſouthwardly of the general bounda- 
ry line now deſcribed ; and theſe lands, or any part of 
them, ſhall never hereafter be made a cauſe or pre- 
tence, on the part of the ſaid tribes or any of them, of 
war or injury to the United States, or any of the 

people thereof. 
And for the fame conſiderations and as an evidence 
of the returning friendſhip of the ſaid Indian tribes, of 
their confidence in the United States and defire to pro- 
vide for their accommodation, and for that convenient 
intercourſe which will be beneficial to both parties, the 
ſaid Indian tribes do alſo cede to the United States the 
following pieces of land ; to wit. (1.) One piece of 
land fix miles ſquare at or near Loromie's ſtore before 
mentioned. (2.) One piece two miles ſquare at the 
head of the navigable water or landing on the St, Ma- 
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ry's river, near Girty's town. (3.) One piece ſix miles 
ſquare at the head of the navigable water of the Au- 
Glaize river. (4.) One piece ſix miles ſquare at the 
confluence of the Au-Glaize and Miami rivers, where 
Fort Defiance now ſtands. (5.) One piece ſix miles 
ſquare at or near the confluence of the rivers St. Mary's 


and St. Joſeph's, where Fort Wayne now ſtands, or 


near it. (6.) One piece two miles {quare on the Wa- 
baſh river at the end of the portage from the Miami of 
the lake, and about eight miles weſtward from Fort 
Wayne. (.) One piece {ix miles ſquare at the Oua- 
tanon or old Weea towns on the Wabaſh river. (8.) 
One piece twelve miles ſquare at the Britiſh fort on the 
Miami of the lake at the foot of the rapids. (g.) One 
piece ſix miles ſquare at the mouth of the ſaid river 


where it empties into the Lake. (10.) One piece ſix 


miles ſquare upon Sanduſky lake, where a fort formerly 
ſtood. (11.) One piece two miles ſquare at the lower 


.rTapids of Sanduſky river. (12.) The poſt of Detroit 


and all the land to the north, the weſt and the ſouth of 
it, of which, the Indian title has been extinguiſhed by 
gifts or grants to the French or Engliſh governments ; 
and ſo much more land to be annexed to the diſtrict 
of Detroit as ſhall be comprehended between the river 
Rofine on the ſouth, lake St. Clair on the north, and a 
line, the general courſe whereof ſhall be fix miles diſ- 
tant from the weſt end of lake Erie, and Detroit river. 
(13.) The poſt of Michillimackinac, and all the land on 
the iſland, on which that poſt ſtands and the main land 
adjacent of which the Indian title has been extinguiſh- 
ed by gifts or grants to the French or Engliſh govern- 


ments; and a piece of land on the main to the north 


of the iſland, to meaſure ſix miles on lake Huron, or 
the ſtreight between lakes Huron and Michigan, and 
to extend three miles back from the water of the lake 
or ſtreight, and alſo the iſland De Bois Blanc, being 
an extra and voluntary gift of the Chipewa nation. 
(14.) One piece of land fix miles ſquare at the mouth 


of Chikago river emptying into the ſouth weſt end of 
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Lake Michigan, where a fort formerly ſtood. (15.) 
One piece twelve miles ſquare at or near the mouth of 
the Illinois river emptying into the Miſſiſſippi. (16.) 
One piece ſix miles ſquare at the old Piorias fort and 
village, near the ſouth end of the Illinois lake on ſaid 
Illinois river, —and whenever the United States ſhall 
think proper to ſurvey and mark the boundaries of the 
lands hereby ceded to them, they ſhall give timely notice 


thereof to the ſaid tribes of Indians, that they may ap- 
point ſome of their wiſe chiefs to attend and ſee that 


the lines are run according to the terms of this treaty. 
And the ſaid Indian tribes will allow to the people of 
the United States a free paſſage by land and by water, 
as one and the other ſhall be found convenient, through 
their country, along the chain of poſts herein before 
mentioned ; that is to ſay, from the commencement of 
the portage aforeſaid at or near Loromie's ſtore, thence 
along ſaid portage to the St. Mary's, and down the ſame 
to Fort Wayne, and then down the Miami to lake Erie 
—again from the commencement of the portage at or 


near Loromie's ſtore along the portage from thence to 


the river Au-Glaize, and down the ſame to its junction 
with the Miami at Fort Defiance again from the com- 
mencement of the portage aforeſaid, to Sanduſky river, 
and down the ſame to Sanduſky bay and lake Erie, 
and from Sanduſky to the poſt which ſhall be taken at 
or near the foot of the rapids of the Miami of the lake; 
and from thence to Detroit. Again from the mouth of 
Chikago, to the commencement of the portage, between 
that river and the Illinois, and down the Illinois river to 


the Miſſiſſippi, alſo from Fort Wayne along the portage 


aforeſaid which leads to the Wabaſh, and then down the 
Wabaſh to the Ohio. And the ſaid Indian tribes will 
alſo allow to the people of the United States the free 
uſe of the harbours and mouths of rivers along the 
lakes adjoining the Indian lands, for ſheltering veſſels 


and boats, and liberty to land their cargoes where ne- 


ceſſary for their ſafety. 
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ARTICLE 4th. In conſideration of the peace now eſta- 
bliſhed and of the ceſſions and relinquiſhments of lands 
made 1n the preceding article by the faid tribes of In- 


| dians, and to manifeſt the liberality of the United States, 
as the great means of rendering this peace ſtrong and 


perpetual ; the United States relinquith their claims to 
all other Indian lands northward of the river Ohio, 
eaſtward of the Miſſiſſippi, and weſtward and ſouthward 
of the Great Lakes and the waters uniting them; ac- 


{cording to the boundary line agreed on by the United 
States and the king of Great-Britain, in the treaty of 
peace made between them in the vear 1783. But from 
this relinquiſhment by the United States the following 
tracts of land, are explicitly excepted. 1ſt. Ihe tract 
of one hundred and fifty thouſand acres near the rapids 
of the river Ohio, which has been aſſigned to general 
Clark, for the nſe of himſelf and his warriors. 2d. 
The poſt of St. Vincennes on the river Wabaſh, and 
the lands adjacent; of which the Indian title has been 
extinguiſned. 3d. The lands at all other places in poſ- 
ſeſſion of the French people and other white ſettlers - 


among them, of which the Indian title has been extin- 
guiſhed as mentioned in the 3d article; and—4th. The

To which ſeveral parcels of land ſo excepted, the ſaid 
tribes relinquiſh all the title and claim which they or 


any of them may have. 

And for the ſame conſiderations and with the ſame 
1ews, as above mentioned, the United States now de- 
iver to the ſaid Indian tribes a quantity of goods to the 
value of twenty thouſand dollars, the receipt where- 


of they do hereby acknowledge; and henceforward 


very year forever the United States will deliver at 
ſome convenient place northward of the river Ohio, 
like uſeful goods, ſuited to the circumſtances of the 
Indians, of the value of nine thouſand five hundred 
dollars; reckoning that value at the firſt coſt of the 
goods in the city or place in the United States, where 
hey ſhall be procured. The tribes to which thoſe goods 
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are to be annually delivered, and - the proportions in 
which they are to be delivered, are the following. 
iſt, To the Wyandots, the amount of one thouſand 


dollars. 2d. To the Delawares, the amount of one 


thouſand dollars. 3d. To the Shawanoes, the amount 
of one thouſand dollars. 4th. To the Miamis, the 
amount of one thouſand dollars. $th. To the Otta- 


was, the amount of one thouſand dollars. 6th. To 


the Chipewas, the amount of one thouſand dollars, 
7th. To the Putawatimes, the amount of one thouſand 
dollars. 8th. And to the Kickapoo, Weed,  Eel-river, 
Piankaſhaw and Kaſkaſkias tribes, the amount of five 
hundred dollars each. | 

Provided, That if either of the ſaid tribes ſhall here- 
after at an annual delivery of their ſhare of the goods 
aforeſaid, defire that a part of their annuity ſhould be 
furniſhed in domeſtic animals, implements of huſban- 
dry and other utenſils convenient for them, and in 
compenſation to uſeful artificers who may reſide with 
or near them, and be employed for their benefit, the 
ſame ſhall at the ſubſequent annual deliverys be furniſh- 


ed accordingly. 


ARTICLE 5th. To prevent any miſunderſtanding 
about the Indian lands relinquiſhed by the United States 
in the fourth article, it 1s now explicitly declared that 
the meaning of that relinquiſhment.is this : The Indian 
tribes who have a right to thoſe lands, are quietly to 
enjoy them, hunting, planting, and dwelling thereon 
ſo long as they pleaſe, without any moleſtation from the 
United States; but when thoſe tribes or any of them 
ſhall be diſpoſed to ſell their lands or any part of them 
they are to be ſold only to the United States, and un- 
till ſuch ſale, the United States will protect all the ſaid 
Indian tribes in the quiet enjoyment of their lands 
againſt all citizens of the United States, and againſt all 
other white perſons who intrude upon the ſame. And 
the ſaid Indiar\ tribes again acknowledge themſelves to 
be under the protection of the ſaid United States and 
no other power whatever. 
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ARTICLE 6th. If any citizen of the United States, 
or any other white perſon or perſons, ſhall preſume to 
ſettle upon the lands now relinquiſhed by the United 
States, ſuch citizen or other perſon ſhall be out of the 
protection of the United States, and the Indian tribe 
on whoſe land the ſettlement ſhall be made, may drive 


off the ſettler, or puniſh him in ſuch manner as they 
ſhall think fit ; and becauſe ſuch ſettlements made with- 


out the conſent of the United States, will be injurious 


to them as well as to the Indians, the United States ſhall 
be at liberty to break them up and remove and puniſh 
the ſettlers as they ſhall think proper, and fo effect that 
protection of the Indians lands herein before ſtipulated. 

ARTICLE 7th. The ſaid tribes of Indians parties to 


| this treaty, ſhall be at liberty to hunt within the terri- 


tory and lands which they have now ceded to the Uni- 
ted States without hindrance or moleſtation fo long as 
they demean themſelves peaceably, and offer no injury 
to the people of the United States. 

ARTICLE 8th. Trade ſhall be opened with the ſaid 
Indian tribes; and they do hereby reſpectively engage 
to afford protection to ſuch perſons, with their proper- 
ty, as ſhall be duly licenſed to reſide among them for 
the purpoſe of trade, and to their agents and ſervants ; 
but no perſon ſhall be permitted to reſide at any of 
their towns or hunting camps as a trader, who is not 
furniſhed with a licence for that purpoſe, under the 
hand and ſeal of the ſuperintendant of the department 
northweſt of the Ohio, or ſuch other perſon as the Pre- 


dent of the United States ſhall authorize to grant ſuch 


licences; to the end that the ſaid Indians may not be 
impoſed on in their trade. And if any licenſed trader 
ſhall abuſe his privilege by unfair dealing, upon com- 
plaint and proof thereof his licence ſhall be taken from 
him, and he ſhall be further puniſhed according to the 
laws of the United States. And if any perſon ſhall 
intrude himſelf as a trader, without ſuch licence, the 
laid Indians ſhall take and bring him before the ſuper- 
intendant or his deputy, to be dealt with according to 
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law. And to prevent impoſitions by forged licences, 
the ſaid Indians ſhall at leaſt once a year give informa- 
tion to the ſuperintendant or his deputies, of the names 
of the traders reſiding among them. 

ARTICLE 9th. Leſt the firm peace and friendſhip 
now eſtabliſhed ſhould be interrupted by the miſcon- 
duct of individuals, the United States, and the ſaid In- 
dian tribes agree, that for injuries done by individuals 
on either ſide, no private revenge or retaliation ſhall 
take place ; but inſtead thereof, complaint ſhall be made 
by the party injured, to the other: By the ſaid Indian 
tribes, or any of them, to the Preſident of the United 
States, or the ſuperintendant by him appointed ; and 
by the ſuperintendant or other perſon appointed by the 
Prefident, to the principal chiefs of the ſaid Indian tribes, 
or of the tribe to which the offender belongs ; and ſuch 
prudent meaſures ſhall then be purſued as ſhall be ne- 
ceſſary to preſerve the ſaid peace and friendſhip unbro- 
ken, until the Legiſlature (or Great Council) of the 
United States ſhall make other equitable proviſion in 
the caſe, to the ſatisfaction of both parties. Should 
any Indian tribes meditate a war againſt the United 
States or either of them, and the ſame ſhall come to the 
knowledge of the before mentioned tribes, or either of 
them, they do hereby engage to give immediate notice 
thereof to the general or officer commanding the troops 
of the United States, at the neareſt poſt. And ſhould 
any tribe, with hoſtile intentions againſt the United 
States, or either of them, attempt to paſs through their 
country, they will endeavour to prevent the ſame, and 
in like manner give information of ſuch attempt, to the 
general or officer commanding, as ſoon as poſlible, 
that all cauſes of miſtruſt and ſuſpicion may be avoid- 
ed between them and the United States. In like man- 
ner the United States ſhall give notice to the ſaid In- 
dian tribes of any harm that may be meditated againſt 
them, or either of them, that ſhall come to their know- 
ledge ; and do all in their power to hinder and prevent 
the ſame, that the friendſhip between them may be un- 
interrupted. - | 
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ARTICLE Toth. All other treaties heretofore made 


between the United States and the ſaid Indian tribes, or 


any of them, ſince the treaty of 1783, between the

Britannic Majeſty and the United States of America, by 
their Preſident, with the advice and conſent of their

IIS Britannic Majeſty and the United States of 
America, being deſirous by a treaty of amity, 
commerce and navigation, to terminate their differences 


in ſuch a manner, as without reference to the merits of 


their reſpective complaints and pretenſions, may be the 


| beſt calculated to produce mutual ſatisfaction and good 


underſtanding ; and alſo to regulate the commerce and 
navigation between their reſpective countries, territories 
and people, in ſuch a manner as to render the ſame re- 
ciprocally beneficial and ſatisfactory; they have, reſpec- 
tively, named their plenipotentiaries, and given them 


full powers to treat of, and conclude, the ſaid treaty, that | 


is to ſay; his Britannic Majeſty has named for his ple- 
nipotentiary, the Right Honorable William Wynd- 
ham Baron Grenville of Wotton, one of his Majeſty's 
Privy Council, and his Majeſty's Principal Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs; and the Preſident of the ſaid 
United States, by and with the advice and conſent of 
the Senate thereof, hath appointed for their plenipoten- 
tiary, the Honorable John Jay, Chief Juſtice of the ſaid 
United States and their envoy extraordinary to his Ma-

AKT L 


There ſhall be a firm, inviolable and univerſal peace, 
and a true and ſincere friendſhip between his Britannic 
Majeſty, his heirs and ſucceſſors, and the United States 
of America; and between their reſpective countries, 
territories, cities, towns and people of every degree, 
without exception of perſons or places. 
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ARTICLE: U. 


His Majeſty will withdraw all his troops and garri- 
ſons from all poſts and places within the houndary lines 
aſſigned by the treaty of peace to the United States. 
This evacuation ſhall take place on or before the firſt 
day of June one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-fix, 
and all the proper meaſures ſhall in the interval be taken 
by concert between the government of the United States, 
and his Majeſty's Governor General in America, for 
ſettling the previous arrangements which may be neceſ- 
ſary reſpecting the delivery of the ſaid poſts : The Uni- 
ted States in the mean time at their diſcretion, extend- 
ing their ſettlements to any part within the ſaid bounda- - 
ry line, except within the precin&s or juriſdiction of 
any of the ſaid poſts. All ſettlers and traders, within 
the precincts or juriſdiction of the faid poſts, ſhall con- 
tinue to enjoy, unmoleſted, all their property of every 
They ſhall be at 
full liberty to remain there, or to remove with all or 
any part of their effects; and it ſhall alſo be free to them 
to ſell their lands, houſes, or effects, or to retain the 
property thereof, at their diſcretion ; ſuch of them as 
ſhall continue to reſide within the ſaid boundary lines, 
ſhall not be compelled to become citizens of the United 
States, or to take any oath of allegiance to the govern- 
ment thereof, but they ſhall be at full liberty ſo to do 
if they think proper, and they ſhall make and declare 
their election within one year after the evacuation afore- 
ſaid. And all perfons who ſhall continue there after 
the expiration of the ſaid year, without having declared 
their intention of remaining ſubjects of his Britannic Ma- 
jeſty, ſhall be conſidered as having elected to become 
citizens of the United States. | | - 


ARTICEEFE H. 


It is agreed that it ſhall at all times be free to his Ma- 
jeſty's ſubjects, and to the citizens of the United States, 
and alſo to the Indians dwelling on either fide of the 
laid boundary line, freely to paſs and repaſs by land or 


„ 


inland navigation, into the reſpective territories and 
countries of the two parties, on the continent of Ame- 
rica (the country within the limits of the Hudſon's bay 
Company only excepted) and to navigate all the lakes, 
rivers and waters thereof, and freely to carry on trade 
and commerce with each other. But it is underſtood, 
that this article does not extend to the admiſſion of veſ- 
ſels of the United States into the ſea ports, harbours, 
bays, or creeks of his Majeſty's ſaid territories; nor in- 


to ſuch parts of the rivers in his Majeſty's ſaid territories 


as are between the mouth thereof, and the higheſt port 
of entry from the ſea, except in ſmall veſſels trading bona 


fide between Montreal and Quebec, under ſuch regula- 


tions as ſhall be eſtabliſhed to prevent the poſſibility of 
any frauds in this reſpect. Nor to the admiſſion of 
Britiſh veſſels from the ſea into the rivers of the United 


States, beyond the higheſt ports of entry for foreign 


veſſels from the ſea. The river Miſſiſippi, ſhall, how- 
ever, according to the treaty of peace, be entirely open 
to both parties; and it is further agreed, that all the 


ports and places on its eaſtern fide, to whichſoever of | 


the parties belonging, may freely be reſorted to and uſed 
by both parties, in as ample a manner as any of the At- 
lantic ports or places of the United States, or any of 
the ports or places of his Majeſty in Great-Britain. 

All goods and merchandize whoſe importation into 
his Majeſty's ſaid territories in America, ſhall not be en- 
tirely prohibited, may freely, tor the purpoſes of com- 
merce, be carried into the ſame in the manner aforeſaid, 
by the citizens of the United States, and ſuch goods 
and merchandize ſhall be ſubject to no higher or other 
duties, than would be payable by his Majeſty's ſubjects 


on the importation of the ſame from Europe into the ſaid 


territories. And in hke manner, all goods and mer- 
chandize whoſe importation into the United States ſhall 
not be wholly prohibited, may freely, for the purpoſes 
of commerce, be carried into the ſame, in the manner 
aforeſaid, by his Majeſty's ſubjects, and ſuch goods and 


merchandize ſhall be ſubje& to no higher or other du- 
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ties, than would be payable by the citizens of the Uni- 
ted States on the importation of the ſame in American 
veſſels into the Atlantic ports of the ſaid States. And 
all goods not prohibited to be exported from the ſaid 
territories reſpectively, may in like manner be carried 
out of the ſame by the two parties reſpectively, paying 
duty as aforeſaid. 

No duty of entry ſhall ever be levied by either party 
on peltries brought by land, or inland navigation into 
the ſaid territories reſpectively, nor ſhall the Indians 
pafling or repaſſing with their own proper goods and ef- 
fects of whatever nature, pay for the ſame any impoſt 
or duty whatever. But goods in bales, or other large 
packages unuſual among Indians ſhall not be conſidered 


as goods belonging bona fide to Indians. 


No higher or other tolls or rates of ferriage than what 
are or ſhall be payable by natives, ſhall be demanded on 
either ſide ; and no duties ſhall be payable on any goods 


| which ſhall merely be carried over any of the portages 


or carrying places on either ſide; for the purpoſe of 
being immediately reimbarked and carried to ſome other 
place or places. But as by this ſtipulation it is only 


| meant to ſecure to each party a free paſſage acroſs the 
| portages on both ſides ; it is agreed, that this exemption 


from duty ſhall extend only to ſuch goods as are carried 
in the uſual and direct road acroſs the portage, and are 
not attempted to be in any manner ſold or exchanged 
during their paſſage acroſs the fame, and proper regula- 
tions may be eſtabliſhed to prevent the poſſibility of any 
frauds in this reſpect. | 

As this article is intended to render in a great degree 
the local advantages of each party common to both, 
and thereby to promote a diſpoſition favorable to 
friendſhip and good neighbourhood, it is agreed, that 
the reſpective governments will mutually promote this 
amicable intercourſe, by cauſing ſpeedy and impartial 
juſtice to be done, and neceſſary protection to be ex- 
tended to all who may be concerned therein.

Whereas it is alledged by divers Britiſh merchants 
and others his Majeſty's ſubjects, that debts to a conſide- 
rable amount, which were bona fide contracted before 
the peace, {till remain owing to them by citizens or 
inhabitants of the United States, and that by the ope- 
ration of various lawful impediments ſince the peace, 
not only the full recovery of the ſaid debts has been de- 
layed, but alſo the value and ſecurity thereof have been, 
in ſeveral inſtances, impaired and leſſened, fo that by 
the ordinary courſe of judicial proceedings, the Britiſh 
creditors cannot now obtain, and actually have and re- 
ceive full and adequate compenſation for the loſſes and 
damages which they have thereby ſuſtained. It is 
agreed, that in all ſuch caſes where full compenſation 
for ſuch loſſes and damages cannot for whatever reaſon 

| = | 
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be actually obtained, had and received by the ſaid cre- 


ditors in the ordinary courſe of juſtice, the United States 
will make full and complete compenſation for the ſame 
to the ſaid creditors: But it is diſtinctly underſtood, that 
this proviſion is to extend to ſuch loſſes only as have 
been occaſioned by the lawful impediments aforeſaid, 
and is not to extend to loſſes occaſioned by ſuch inſol- 
vency of the debtors, or other cauſes as would equal- 
ly have operated to produce ſuch loſs, if the ſaid impe- 
diments had not exiſted; nor to ſuch loſſes or damages 
as have been occaſioned by the manifeſt delay or neg- 
ligence, or wilful omiſſion of the claimant. 

For the purpoſe of aſcertaining the amount of any 
ſuch loſſes and damages, five commiſſioners ſhall be ap- 
pointed, and authorized to meet and act in manner fol- 
lowing, viz. Two of them ſhall be appointed by his 
Majeſty, two of them by the Preſident of the United 
States by and with the advice and conſent of the Se- 


nate thereof, and the fifth by the unanimous voice of 


the other four; and if they ſhould not agree in ſuch 
choice, then the commiſſioners named by the two par- 
ties ſhall reſpectively propoſe one perſon, and of the 


two names ſo propoſed, one ſhall be drawn by lot in 


the preſence of the four original commiſſioners. When 
the five commiſhoners thus appointed ſhall firſt meet, 
they ſhall, before they proceed to act, reſpectively take 
the following oath or affirmation, in the preſence of 
each other, which oath or affirmation being ſo taken 
and duly atteſted, ſhall be entered on the record of their 
proceedings, viz. I A. B. one of the commiſſioners 
appointed in purſuance of the ſixth article of the treaty 
of amity, commerce, and navigation, between his Bri- 
tannic Majeſty and the United States of America, do 
ſolemnly ſwear (or affirm) that I will honeſtly, diligently, 
impartially, and carefully examine, and to the beſt of 
my judgment, according to juſtice and equity, decide all 
ſuch complaints, as under the ſaid article ſhall be pre- 
ferred to the ſaid commiſſioners : and that I will forbear 
to act as a commiſſioner, in any caſe in which I may be 
perſonally intereſted, 
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Three of the ſaid commiſſioners ſhall conſtitute a * 


board, and ſhall have power to do any act appertaining 
to the ſaid commiſſion, provided that one of the com- 


miſſioners named on each ſide, and the fifth commiſſioner - 


ſhall be preſent, and all deciſions ſhall be made by the 
majority of the voices of the commiſſioners then preſent. 
Eighteen months from the day on which the ſaid com- 
miſſioners ſhall form a board, and be ready to proceed 
to buſmeſs, are aſſigned for receiving complaints and 
applications ; but they are nevertheleſs authorized in 
any particular cafes in which it ſhall appear to them 
to be reaſonable and juſt, to extend the ſaid term of 
eighteen months, for any term not exceeding fix months, 
after the expiration thereof. The ſaid commiſſioners 
ſhall firſt meet at Philadelphia, but they ſhall have power 
to adjourn from place to place as they ſhall ſee cauſe. 
The ſaid commiſſioners in examining the complaints 
and applications ſo preferred to them, are empowered 


and required, in purſuance of the true intent and mean- 


ing of this article, to take into their conſideration all 
claims, whether of principal or intereſt, or balances of 


principal and intereſt, and to determine the ſame reſpec- 


tively, according to the merits of the ſeveral caſes, due 
regard being had to all the circumſtances thereof, and 
as equity and juſtice ſhall appear to them to require. 
And the ſaid commiſſioners ſhall have power to examine 
all ſuch perſons as ſhall come before them, on oath or 
affirmation touching the premiſes ; and alſo to receive 
in evidence according as they may think moſt conſiſtent 
with equity and juſtice, all written depoſitions, or books. 
or papers, or copies, or extracts thereof, every ſuch de- 
poſition, book, or paper, or copy, or extract, being 
duly authenticated, either according to the legal forms 
now reſpectively exiſting in the two countries, or in 
ſuch other manner as the ſaid commiſſioners ſhall ſee 
cauſe to require or allow. = 
The award of the faid commiſſioners or of any three 
of them as aforeſaid, ſhall in all caſes be final and con- 
cluſive, both as to the juſtice of the claim, and to the 
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amount of the ſum to be paid to the creditor or claim- 
ant: And the United States undertake to cauſe the ſum 
ſo awarded to be paid in ſpecie to ſuch creditor or claim- 
ant without deduction ; and at ſuch time or times, and 
at ſuch place or places as ſhall be awarded by the ſaid 
commiſſioners; and on condition of ſuch releaſes or 
aſſignments to be given by the creditor or claimant, as 
by the ſaid commiſſioners may be directed : Provided 
always, that no ſuch payment ſhall be fixed by the ſaid 
commiſſioners to take place ſooner than twelve months 
from the day of the exchange of the ratifications of this 
treaty. ;

Whereas complaints have been made by divers mer- 
chants and others, citizens of the United States, that 
during the courſe of the war in which his Majeſty is now 
engaged, they have ſuſtained conſiderable loſſes and da- 
mage, by reaſon of irregular or illegal captures or con- 
demnations of their veſſels and other property, under 


colour of authority or commiſſions from his Majeſty, 


and that from various circumſtances belonging to the 
ſaid caſes, adequate compenſation for the loſſes and. da- 
mages ſo ſuſtained cannot now be actually obtained, had 
and received by the ordinary courſe of judicial proceed- 
ings ; it is agreed, that in all ſuch caſes, where adequate 
compenſation cannot, for whatever reaſon, be now ac- 
tually obtained, had and received by the ſaid merchants 
and others in the ordinary courſe of juſtice, full and 
complete compenſation for the fame will be made by the 
Britiſh government to the ſaid complainants. But it 1s 
diſtinctly underſtood that this proviſion is not to extend 
to ſuch loſſes or damages as have been occaſioned by the 
manifeſt delay or negligence, or wilful omiſſion of the 
claimant. | Es 

That for the purpoſe of aſcertaining the amount of 
any ſuch loſſes and damages, five commiſſioners ſhall 
be appointed and authorized to act in London, exactly 
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in the manner directed with reſpect to thoſe mentioned 
in the preceding article, and after having taken the ſame 
oath or affirmation (mutatis mutandis) the ſame term 
of eighteen months is alſo aſſigned for the reception of 
claims, and they are in like manner authorized to ex- 
tend the ſame in particular caſes. They ſhall receive 
teſtimony, books, papers and evidence in the ſame la- 
titude, and exerciſe the like diſcretion and powers re- 
ſpecting that ſubject; and ſhall decide the claims in 
queſtion according to the merits of the ſeveral caſes, 
and to juſtice, equity, and the laws of nations. The 
award of the ſaid commiſſioners, or any ſuch three of 
them as aforeſaid, ſhall in all caſes, be final and con- 
cluſive, both as to the juſtice of the claim, and the 
amount of the ſum to be paid to the claimant; and his 
Britannic Majeſty undertakes to cauſe the ſame to be 
paid to ſuch clainfant in ſpecie, without any deduction, 


at ſuch place or places, and at ſuch time or times as - 


ſhall be awarded by the ſaid commiſſioners, and on con- 
dition of ſuch releaſes or aſſignments to be given by the 


claimant, as by the ſaid commiſſioners may be directed. 


And whereas certain merchants and others his Ma- 
jeſty's ſubjects complain that in the courſe of the war 
they have ſuſtained loſs and damage, by reafon of the 
capture of their veſſels and merchandize, taken withia 
the limits and juriſdiction of the States and brought into 
the ports of the ſame, or taken by veſſels originally 
armed in ports of the ſaid States. | 

It 18 agreed that in all ſuch caſes where reſtitution. 
ſhall not have been made agreeably to the tenor of the 


letter from Mr. Jefferſon to Mr. Hammond, dated at 


Philadelphia, Sept. 5, 1793, a copy of which is an- 
nexed to this treaty ; the complaints of the parties ſhall 
be and hereby are referred to the commiſſioners to be 
appointed by virtue of this article, who are hereby

Neither the debts due from individuals of the one 
nation to individuals of the other, nor ſhares, nor mo- 
nies which they may have in the public funds, or in 
the public or private banks, ſhall ever in any event of 
war or national differences be ſequeſtered or confiſcated, 
it being unjuſt and impolitic that debts and engage- 
ments contracted and made by individuals having con- 
fidence in each other and in their reſpective govern- 
ments, ſhould ever be deſtroyed or impaired by national 
authority on account of national differences and diſcon- 
tents. , 


| ; ARTICLE XI. 
It is agreed between his Majeſty and the United 


States of America, that there ſhall be a reciprocal and 


entirely perfect liberty of navigation and commerce be- 
tween their reſpective people, in the manner, under the 


limitations and on the conditions ſpecified in the follow- 
ing articles : 


ARTICLE XII. 

His Majeſty conſents that it ſhall and may be lawful 
during the time herein after limited, for the citizens of 
the United States to carry to any of his Majeſty's iſlands 
and ports in the Weſt-Indies from the United States, in 
their own veſſels, not being above the burthen of ſeven- 
ty tons, any goods or merchandizes being of the growth, 


manufacture or produce of the ſaid States, which it is 


or may be lawful to carry to the ſaid iſlands or ports 
from the ſaid States in Britiſh veſſels ; and that the ſaid 
American veſſels ſhall be ſubje& there to no other or 
higher tonnage duties or charges, than ſhall be payable 
by Britiſh veſſels in the ports of the United States; and 


that the cargoes of the ſaid American veſſels ſhall be 


ſubject there to no other or higher duties or charges, 
than ſhall be payable on the like articles if imported 
there from the ſaid States in Britiſh veſſels. | 
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And his Majeſty alſo conſents, that it ſhall be lawful 
for the ſaid American citizens to purchaſe, load, and 
carry away in their ſaid veſſels to the United States 
from thęrſaid iſlands and ports, all ſuch articles being of 
the growth, manufacture or produce of the ſaid iſlands, 
as may now by law be carried from thence to the ſaid 
States in Britiſh veſſels, and ſubject only to the ſame du- 


ties and charges on exportation, to which Britiſh veſſels 


and their cargoes are or ſhall be ſubject in ſimilar cir- 
cumſtances. vi 8 

Provided always, that the ſaid American veſſels do 
carry and land their cargoes in the United States only, 
it being expreſsly agreed and declared, that during the 


continuance of this article, the United States will pro- 


hibit and reſtrain the carrying any molaſſes, ſugar, coffee, 
cocoa or cotton in American veſſels, either from his 
Majeſty's iſlands, or from the United States to any part 
of the world except the United States, reaſonable ſea 
ſtores excepted. Provided alſo, that it ſnall and may 
be lawful, during the ſame period, for Britiſh veſlels to 
import from the ſaid iſlands into the United States, and 
to export from the United States to the ſaid iſlands, all 
articles whatever being of the growth, produce or manu- 
facture of the ſaid iſlands, or of the United States re- 
ſpectively, which now may, by the laws of the faid 
States, be ſo imported and exported. And that the car- 
goes of the ſaid Britiſh veſſels ſhall be ſubject to no other 
or higher duties or charges, than ſhall be payable on the 
ſame articles if ſo imported or exported in American 
veſſels, | 

It is agreed that this article and every matter and 
thing therein contained, ſhall continue to be in force 
during the continuance of the war in which his Majeſty 
is now engaged; and allo for two years from and after 
the day of the ſignature of the preliminary or other 
articles of peace, by which the ſame may be terminated. 

And it 1s further agreed, that at the expiration of the 
ſaid term, the two contracting parties will endeavour 
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ding to the ſituation in which his Majeſty may then find 
himſelf with reſpect to the Weſt-Indies, and with a view 


to ſuch arrangements as may beſt conduce to the mutual 


advantage and extenſion of commerce. And the ſaid 
parties will then alſo renew their diſcuſſions, and endea- 
vour to agree, whether in any and what caſes, neutral 
veſſels ſhall protect enemy's property; and in what caſes 


proviſions and other articles, not generally contraband, | 


may become ſuch. But in the mean time their conduct 
towards each other in theſe reſpects, ſhall be regulated 
by the articles herein after inſerted on thoſe ſubjects. 


ARTICLE I0.- 
His Majeſty conſents that the veſſels belonging to the 


citizens of the United States of America, ſhall be ad- 


mitted and hoſpitably received, in all the ſea-ports and 
harbours of the Britiſh territories in the Eaſt-Indies. 
And that the citizens of the ſaid United States, may 
freely carry on a trade between the ſaid territories and 
the ſaid United States in all articles of which the impor- 
tation or exportation reſpectively, to or from the ſaid 
territories, ſhall not be entirely prohibited. Provided 
only, that it ſhall not be lawful for them in any time of 
war between the Britiſh government and any other 
power or ſtate whatever, to export from the ſaid ter- 


ritories, without the ſpecial permiſſion of the Britiſh 


government there, any military ſtores, or naval ſtores, 
or rice. The citizens of the United States ſhall pay 
for their veſſels when admitted into the ſaid ports no 
other or higher tonnage duty than ſhall be payable on 
Britiſh veſſels when admitted into the ports of the Uni- 
ted States. And they ſhall pay no other or higher duties 
or charges, on the importation or exportation of the 
cargoes of the ſaid veſſels, than ſhall be payable on the 
ſame articles when imported or exported in Britiſh veſ- 
ſels. But it is expreſsly agreed, that the veſſels of the 


United States ſhall not carry any of the articles exported 


by them from the faid Britiſh territories, to any port or 


t accor- Y=place except to ſome port or place in America, where 
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the ſame ſhall be unladen and ſuch regulations ſhall be 
adopted by both parties, as ſhall from time to time be. 
found neceſſary to enforce the due and faithful obſer- 
vance of this ſtipulation. It is alſo underſtood that the 


permiſſion granted by this article, is not to extend to al- 
low the veſlels of the United States to carry on any part 


of the coaſting trade of the ſaid Britiſh territories ; but 
veſſels going with their original cargoes, or part thereof, 
from dne port of diſcharge to another, are not to be con- 


| ſidered as carrying on the coaſting trade. Neither is 


this article to be conſtrued to allow the citizens of the 
ſaid States to ſettle or reſide within the ſaid territories, 
or to go into the interior parts thereof, without the per- 
miſſidn of the Britiſh goveryment eſtabliſhed there; and 
if any tranſgreſſion ſhould be attempted againſt the re- 
gulations of the Britiſh government in this reſpect, the 
obſervance of the ſame ſhall and may be enforced againſt 
the citizens of America in the ſame manner as againſt 
Britiſh ſubjects or others tranſgreſſing the ſame rule. 
And the citizens of the United States whenever they ar- 
rivein any port or harbour in the faid territories, or it 
they ſhould be permitted in manner aforeſaid, to go to 
any other place therein, ſhall . be ſubject to the 
laws, government and juriſdiction of what nature eſtab- 
liſhed in ſuch harbour, port or place, according as the 
ſame may be. The citizens of the United States, may 
alſo touch for refreſhment at the iſland of St. Helena, 
but ſubject in all reſpects to ſuch regulations as the 
Britiſh government may from time to time eſtabliſh 
there. 


ARTICLE XIV. 


There ſhall be between all the dominions of his Ma- 
jeſty in Europe and the territories of the United States, 
a reciprocal and perfect liberty of commerce and naviga- 
tion. The people and inhabitants of the two countries 
reſpeQively, ſhall have liberty freely and ſecurely and 
without hindrance and moleſtation, to come with their 
ſhips and cargoes to the lands, countries, cities, ports, 
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places, and rivers, within the dominions and territories 
aforeſaid, to enter into the ſame, to reſort there, and 
to remain and reſide there, without any limitation of 
time. Alfo to hire and poſſeſs houſes and warehouſes 
for the purpoſes of their commerce, and generally the 
merchants and traders on each fide, ſhall enjoy the moſt 
complete protection and ſecurity for their commerce; 
but ſubject always as to what reſpects this article, to the 
laws and ſtatutes of the two countries reſpectively. 


AREELED. AV. 
It is agreed that no other or higher duties ſhall be 


paid by the ſhips or merchandize of the one party in ti 
ports of the other, than ſuch as are paid by the like 


veſſels or merchandize of all other nations. Nor ſhall 
any other or higher duty be impoſed in one country on 
the importation of any articles the growth, produce or 
manufacture of the other, than are or ſhall be payable 
on the importation of the like articles being of the 
growth, produce, or manufacture of any other foreign 
country. Nor ſhall any prohibition be impoſed on the 


exportation or importation of any articles to or from the 


territories of the two parties reſpectively, which ſhall 
not equally extend to all other nations. 

But the Britiſh government reſerves to itſelf the right 
of impoſing on American veſlels entering into the Bri- 
tiſh ports in Europe, a tonnage duty equal to that which 
ſhall be payable by Britiſh veſſels in the ports of Ame- 
rica: And alfo ſuch duty as may be adequate to coun- 
tervail the difference of duty now payable on the impor- 
tation of European and Aſiatic goods, when imported 
into the United States in Britiſh or in American veſſels. 

The two parties agree to treat for the more exact 
equalization of the duties on the reſpective navigation 
of their ſubjects and people, in fuch manner as may be 
moſt beneficial to the two countries. The arrangements 
for this purpoſe ſhall be made at the ſame time, with 
thoſe mentioned at the concluſion of the twelfth article 
of this treaty, and are to be conſidered as a part thereof, 
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In the interval it is agreed, that the United States will 
not impoſe any new or additional tonnage duties on 
Britiſh veſſels, nor increaſe the now ſubſiſting difference 
between the duties payable on the importation of any 
articles in Britiſh or in American veſſels. 


ARTICLE . 


It ſhall be free for the two contracting parties, re- 
ſpectively to appoint conſuls for the protection of trade, 
to reſide in the dominions and territories aforeſaid; and 
the ſaid conſuls ſhall enjoy thoſe liberties and rights 
which belong to them by reaſon of their function. But 
before any conſul ſhall act as ſuch, he ſhall be in the 
uſual forms approved and admitted by the party to 
whom he is ſent ; and it is hereby declared to be law- 
ful and proper, that in caſe of illegal or improper con- 
duct towards the laws or government, a conſul may 
either be puniſhed according to law, if the laws will 
reach the caſe, or be diſmiſſed, or even ſent back, the 
offended government aſſigning to the other their reaſons 
for the ſame. | | 

Either of the parties may except from the reſidence 
of conſuls ſuch particular places, as ſuch party ſhall 


Judge proper to be ſo excepted. 


ARTICLE. XVI. 


captured or detained on juſt ſuſpicion of. having on 
board enemy's property, or of carrying to the enemy 
any of the articles which are contraband of war ; the 
ſaid veſſel ſhall be brought to the neareſt or moſt con- 
venient port; and if any property of an enemy ſhould 
be found on board ſuch veſſel, that part only which be- 
longs to the enemy ſhall be made prize, and the veſlel 
ſhall be at liberty to proceed with the remainder with- 
out any impediment. And it 1s agreed, that all proper 
meaſures ſhall be taken to prevent delay, in deciding 
the caſes of ſhips or cargoes ſo brought in for adjudica- 
tion; and in the payment or recovery of any indemni- 
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fication, adjudged or agreed to be paid to the maſters 
or owners of ſuch ſhips. 


ARTICLE: XVII. 

In order to regulate what is in future to be eſteemed 
contraband of war, it is agreed, that under the ſaid de- 
nomination ſhall be compriſed all arms and implements 
ſerving for the purpoſes of war, by land or ſea, ſuch as 
cannon, muſkets, mortars, petards, bombs, grenades, 
carcaſſes, ſauciſſes, carriages for cannon, muſket reſts, 
bandoliers, gunpowder, match, ſalt-petre, ball, pikes, 
ſwords, head pieces, cuiraſſes halberts, lances, javelins, 
horſe furniture, holſters, belts, and generally all other 
implements of war; as alſo timber for ſhip-building, tar 
or rozin, copper in ſheets, fails, hemp and cordage, and 
generally whatever may ſerve directly to the equipment 
of veſſels, unwrought iron and fir planks only excepted ; 
and all the above articles are hereby declared to be juſt 
objects of confiſcation, whenever they are attempted to 
be carried to an enemy. | 

And whereas the difficulty of agreeing on the preciſe 


caſes in which alone proviſions and other articles not 


generally contraband may be regarded as ſuch, renders 
it expedient to provide againſt the inconveniencies and 
miſunderſtandings which might thence ariſe : It is fur- 
ther agreed, that whenever any ſuch articles ſo becom- 
ing contraband according to the exiſting laws of Na- 
tions, ſhall for that reaſon be ſeized, the ſame ſhall not 
be confiſcated, but the owners thereof ſhall be ſpeedily 
and completely indemnified; and the captors, or in their 
default the governinent under whoſe authority they act, 
ſhall pay to the maſters or owners of ſuch veſſels the full 
value of all ſuch articles, with a reaſonable mercantile 
profit thereon, together with the freight, and alſo the 
demurrage incident to ſuch detention. I 
And whereas it frequently happens that veſſels fail 
for a port or place belonging to an enemy, without 


knowing that the ſame is either befieged, blockaded or 


inveſted ; it is agreed, that every veſſel ſo circumſtanced 
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may be turned away from ſuch port or place, but ſhe 


ſhall not be detained, nor her cargo, if not contraband, 
be confiſcated, unleſs after notice ſhe ſhall again attempt 
to enter; but ſhe ſhall be permitted to go to any other 


port or place ſhe may think proper: Nor ſhall any veſ- 
ſel or goods of either party, that may have entered into 
ſuch port or place, before the ſame was beſieged, bloc- 
kaded, or inveſted by the other, and be found therein 
after the reduction or ſurrender of ſuch place, be liable 


to confiſcation, but ſhall be reſtored to the owners or 


proprietors thereof. |

And that more abundant care may be taken for the 
ſecurity of the reſpective ſubjects and citizens of the 
contracting parties, and to prevent their ſuffering inju- 
ries by the men of war, or privateers of either party, all 
commanders of ſhips of war and privateers, and all 
others the ſaid ſubjects and citizens, ſhall forbear doing 


any damage to thoſe of the other party, or committing 


any outrage againſt them, and if they act to the contrary, 
they ſhall be puniſhed, and ſhall alſo be bound in their 
perſons and eſtates to make ſatisfaction and reparation 
for all damages, and the intereſt thereof, of whatever 
nature the ſaid damages may be. 3 5 

For this cauſe all commanders of privateers, before 
they receive their commiſſions, ſhall hereafter be obliged 
to give before a competent judge, ſufficient ſecurity by 
at leaſt two reſponſible ſureties, who have no intereſt in 
the ſaid privateer, each of whom, together with the ſaid 
commander, ſhall be jointly and ſeverally bound in the 
ſum of fifteen hundred pounds ſterling, or if ſuch ſhips 


be provided with above one hundred and fifty ſeamen or 


ſoldiers, in the ſum of three thouſand pounds ſterling, 


to ſatisfy all damages and injuries, which the ſaid priva- 


teer, or her officers or men, or any of them may do or 


commit during their cruiſe, contrary to the tenor of this 


treaty, or to the laws and inſtructions for regulating their 
conduct; and further that in all caſes of aggreſſions the 
ſaid commiſſions ſhall be revoked and annulled. 
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It 18 alſo agreed that whenever a judge of a court of 
admiralty of either of the parties, ſhall pronounce ſen- 
tence againſt any veſſel, or goods or property belonging 
to the ſubjects or citizens of the other party, a formal 
and duly authenticated copy of all the proceedings in 
the cauſe, and of the ſaid ſentence, ſhall, if required, 
be delivered to the commander of the ſaid veſſel, with- 


out the ſmalleſt delay, he paying all legal fees and de- 


mands for the ſame. 


ARTICLE XX. 


It is further agreed that both the ſaid contracting par- 
ties, ſhall not only refuſe to receive any pirates into any 
of their ports, havens, or towns, or permit any of their 
inhabitants to receive, protect, harbor, conceal or aſſiſt 
them in any manner, but will bring to condign puniſh- 
ment all ſuch inhabitants as ſhall be guilty of ſuch a&s 
or offences. | 

And all their ſhips with the goods or merchandizes ta- 
ken by them and brought into the port of either of the 
ſaid parties, ſhall be ſeized as far as they can be diſco- 
vered, and ſhall be reſtored to the owners, or their fac- 
tors or agents, duly deputed and authorized in writing 
by them (proper evidence being firſt given in the court 
of admiralty for proving the property) even in caſe 
ſuch effects ſhould have paſſed into other hands by ſale, 
if it be proved that the buyers knew or had good rea- 


4 to believe, or ſuſpect that they had been piratically 
taken. | 


ARTICLE XXI. 


It is likewiſe agreed, that the ſubjects and citizens 
of the two nations, ſhall not do any aQs of hoſtility 
or violence againſt each other, nor accept commiſſions 
or inſtructions ſo to act from any foreign prince or 
ſtate, enemies to the other party ; nor ſhall the enemies 
of one of the parties be permitted to invite, or endea- 
vour to inliſt in their military ſervice any of the ſub- 
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jects or citizens of the other party ; -and the laws againſt 


all ſuch offences and aggreſſions ſhall be punQually ex- 
ecuted. And if any ſubject or citizen of the ſaid par- 
ties reſpectively, ſhall accept any foreign commiſſion, or 
letters of marque, for arming any veſſel to act as a pri- 
vateer againſt the other party, and be taken by the 
other party, it is hereby declared to be lawful for the 
ſaid party, to treat and puniſh the ſaid ſubject or citizen, 
having ſuch commiſſion or letters of marque, as a pi- 
rate.

ARTICEE- Ab 


It is expreſsly ſtipulated, that neither of the ſaid con- 
tracting parties will order or authorize any acts of repri- 
fal againſt the other, on complaints of injuries or da- 
mages, until the ſaid party ſhall firſt have preſented to 
the other a ſtatement thereof, verified by competent 
proof and evidence, and demanded juſtice and fatisfac- 
tion, and the ſame ſhall either have been refuſed or un- 
reaſonably delayed. | 


ARTICLE XXII. 


The ſhips of war of each of the contracting parties 
ſhall, at all times, be hoſpitably received in the ports of 
the other, their officers and crews paying due reſpect 
to the laws and government of the country. The offi- 
cers ſhall be treated with that reſpe& which is due to 
the commiſſions which they bear, and if any inſult 
ſhould be offered to them by any of the inhabitants, all 
offenders in this reſpect ſhall be puniſhed as diſturbers 
of the peace and amity between the two countries. And 
his majeſty conſents, that in caſe an American veſſel 


ſhould, by ſtreſs of weather, danger from enemies or 


other misfortune, be reduced to the neceſſity of ſeek- 
ing ſhelter in any of his majeſty's ports, into which fuch 
veſſel could not in ordinary caſes claim to be admitted, 


ſhe ſhall, on manifeſting that neceſſity to the ſatisfaction 
of the government of the place, be hoſpitably received 
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and be permitted to refit, and to purchaſe at the market 
price, ſuch neceſſaries as ſhe may ſtand in need of, con- 
formably to ſuch orders and regulations as the govern- 
ment of the place, having reſpect to the circumſtances 
of each caſe, ſhall preſcribe. She ſhall not be allowed 
to break bulk or unload her cargo, unleſs the ſame ſhould 
be bona fide neceſſary to her being refitted. Nor ſhall 
be permitted to ſell any part of her cargo, unleſs ſo much 
only as may be neceſſary to defray her expences, and 
then not without the expreſs permiſſion of the govern- 
ment of the place. Nor ſhall ſhe be obliged to pay any 
duties whatever, except only on ſuch articles as ſhe may 
be permitted to ſell for the purpoſe aforeſaid. 


ARTICLE XXIV. 


It ſhall not be lawful for any foreign privateers (not 
being ſubjects or citizens of either of the ſaid parties) 
who have commiſhons from any other prince or ſtate in 
enmity with either nation, to arm their ſhips in the ports 
of either of the faid parties, nor to ſell what they have 
taken, nor in any other manner to exchange the ſame ; 
nor ſhall they be allowed to purchaſe more proviſions, 
than ſhall be neceſſary for their going to the neareſt port 
of that prince or ſtate from whom they obtained their 
commiſſions. |

It ſhall be lawful for the ſhips of war and privateers 


belonging to the ſaid parties reſpectively, to carry whi- 


therſoever they pleaſe the ſhips and goods taken from 
their enenues, without being obliged to pay any fee to 
the officers of the admiralty, or to any judges whate- 
ver ; nor ſhall the ſaid prizes when they arrive at, and 
enter the ports of the ſaid parties be detained or ſeized, 
neither ſhall the ſearchers or other officers of thoſe places 
viſit ſuch prizes (except for the purpoſe of preventing 
the carrying of any part of the cargo thereof on ſhore 
in any manner contrary to the eſtabliſhed laws of reve-

venue, navigation, or commerce) nor ſhall ſuch officers 
take cognizance of the validity of ſuch prizes ; but 
they ſhall be at liberty to hoiſt fail, and depart as ſpee- 
dily as may be, and carry their ſaid prizes to the place 
mentioned in their commiſhons or patents, which the 
commanders of the ſaid ſhips of war or privateers ſhall 


be obliged to ſhew. No ſhelter or refuge ſhall be given 


in their ports to ſuch as have made a prize upon the ſub- 
jects or citizens of either of the faid parties; but if forc- 
ed by ſtreſs of weather, or the dangers of the ſea, to 
enter therein, particular care ſhall be taken to haſten 


their departure, and to cauſe them to retire as ſoon as 


poſſible. Nothing in this treaty contained ſhall, howe- 
ver, be conſtrued or operata contrary to former and ex- 
iſting public treaties with other ſovereigns or ſtates. But 
the two parties agree, that while they continue in amity 
neither of them will in future make any treaty that ſhall 
be inconſiſtent with this or the preceding article. 

Neither of the ſaid parties ſhall permit the ſhips or 
goods belonging to the ſubjects or citizens of the other 
to be taken within cannon ſhot of the coaſt, nor in any 
of the bays, ports, or rivers of their territories by ſhips 
of war, or others having commiſſion from any prince, 
republic, or ſtate whatever. But in caſe it ſhould ſo 
happen, the party whoſe territorial rights ſhall thus have 
been violated, ſhall uſe his utmoſt endeavours to obtain 
from the offending party, full and ample ſatisfaction for 
the veſſel or veſſels ſo taken, whether the ſame be veſlels 
of war or merchant veſſels: | 


ARTICLE XXVI 
If at any time a rupture ſhould take place (which 
God forbid) between his Majeſty and the United States, 
the merchants and others of each of the two nations, 
reſiding in the dominions of the other ſhall have the 


_ privilege of remaining and continuing their trade, ſo 


long as they behave peaceably and commit no offence 
againſt the laws; and in caſe their conduct ſhould ren- 
der them ſuſpected and the reſpective governments ſhould 
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think proper to order n to remove, the term of twelve 
months from the publication of the order ſhall be allowed 
them for that purpoſe, to remove with their families ef- 
fects and property, but this favor ſhall not be extended 
to thoſe who ſhall act contrary to the eſtabliſhed laws; 
and for greater certainty, it is declared that ſuch rup- 
ture ſhall not be deemed to exiſt while negociations for 
accommodating difterences ſhall be depending, nor un- 
til the reſpective ambaſiadors or miniſters, if ſuch there 
ſhall be, ſhall be recalled, cr ſent home on account of 
ſuch differences and not on account of perſonal miſcon- 
duct, according to the nature and degrees of which both 
parties retain their rights, either to requeſt the recall, 
or immediately to ſend home the ambaſſador or miniſter 
of the other; and that without prejudice to their mu- 


tual friendſhip and good underſtanding. 


ARTICLE. XXVII. 
It is further agreed, that his Majeſty and the United 


States on mutual requiſitions, by them reſpectively, or 
by their reſpeQive miniſters or officers authorized to 
make the ſame, will deliver up to juſtice all perſons, 

who, being charged with murder or forgery, commit- 
ted within the juriſdiction of either, ſhall ſeek an aſylum 
within any of the countries of the other, provided that 
this ſhall only be done on ſuch ev idence of criminality 
as, according to the laws of the place, where the fugi- 
tive or perſon ſo charged ſhall be found, would juſtify 
his apprehenſion and commitment for trial, if the offence 
had there been committed. 'The expence of ſuch ap- 


prehenſion and delivery ſhall be borne and defrayed, by 


thoſe who make the requiſition and receive the fugitive. 


ARTICEE Nui. 


It is agreed, that the firſt ten articles of this treaty 
ſhall be permanent, and that the ſubſequent articles, ex- 
cept the twelith, ſhall be limited in their duration to 
twelve years, to be computed from the day on which 
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the ratifications of this treaty ſhall be exehanged, but 
ſubject to this condition, That whereas the ſaid twelfth 
article will expire by the limitation therein contained, 
at the end of two years from the ſigning of the prelimina- 
ry or other articles of peace, which ſhall terminate the 
preſent war in which his Majeſty is engaged, it is agreed, 
that proper meaſures ſhall by concert be taken, for 
bringing the ſubject of that article into amicable treaty 
and diſcuſion, ſo early before the expiration of the ſaid 
term, as that new arrangements on that head, may by 
that time be perfected and ready to take place. But if 
it ſhould unfortunately happen, that his Majeſty and 
the United States, ſhould not be able to agree on ſuch 
new arrangements, in that caſe all the articles of this 


_ treaty, except the firſt ten, ſhall then ceaſe and expire 


together. 


Laſtly. This treaty, when the ſame ſhall have been 
ratified by his Majeſty, and by the Preſident of the Uni- 
ted States, by and with the advice and conſent of their 
Senate, and the reſpective ratifications mutually exchan- 


ged, ſhall be binding and obligatory on his Majeſty and 


on the ſaid States, and ſhall be by them reſpectively ex- 
ecuted, and obſerved, with punctuality and the moſt 
ſincere regard to good faith; and whereas it will be ex- 
pedient, in order the better to facilitate intercourſe and 
obviate difficulties, that other articles be propoſed and 
added to this treaty, which articles, from want of time 
and other circumſtances, cannot now be perfected—it 
is agreed that the ſaid parties will from to time, readily 
treat of and concerning ſuch articles, and will ſincerely 
endeavor ſo to form them, as that they may conduce to 


mutual convenience, and tend to promote mutual ſatis- 


faction and friendihip ; and that the ſaid articles, after 
having been duly ratified, ſhall be added to, and make 
a part of this treaty. In faith whereof, we, the under- 
Goned miniſters plenipotentiary of his Majeſty the King 
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of Great-Britain, and the United States of America, 


have ſigned this preſent treaty, and have cauſed to be 
affixed thereto the ſeal of our arms.

I AM honored with yours of Auguſt 3oth. Mine of 


the 7th of that month aſſured you that meaſures were 


taken for excluding from all further aſylum in our 
ports, veſſels armed in them to cruize on nations with 
which we are at peace, and for the reſtoration of the 
prizes the Lovely Laſs, Prince William Henry, and the 
Jane of Dublin; and that ſhould the meaſures for reſ- 
titution fail in their effect, the Preſident conſidered it as 
incumbent on the United States to make compenſation 
for the veſlels. 

We are bound by our treaties with three of the bel- 
ligerent nations, by all the means in our power to pro- 
tect and defend their veſſels and effects in our ports, or 
waters, or on the ſeas near our ſhores, and to recover 
and reſtore the ſame to the right owners when taken 
from them. If all the means in our power are uſed, 
and fail in their effect, we are not bound by our treaties 
with thoſe nations to make compenſation. 

Though we have no ſimilar treaty with Great Britain, 
it was the opinion of the Preſident, that we ſhould uſe 
towards that nation the ſame rule, which under this 
article, was to govern us with the other nations; and 
even to extend 1t to captures made on the high ſeas, 


and brought into our ports: if done by veſſels which 


had been armed within them. 


„ 


Having, for particular reaſons, forbore to uſe all the 

means in our power for the reſtitution of the three veſ- 
ſels mentioned in my letter of Auguſt 7th, the Preſident 
thought it incumbent on the United States to make com- 
penſation for them: And though nothing was ſaid in 
that letter of other veſſels taken under like circum- 
ſtances, and brought in after the 5th of June, and be- 
fore the date of that letter, yet when the ſame forbear- 
ance had taken place, it was and is his opinion, that 
compenſation would be equally due. 
As to prizes made under the fame circumſtances, and 
ö ' brought in after the date of that letter, the Preſident de- 
ih termined, that all the means in our power ſhould be 
„ uſed for their reſtitution. If theſe tail, as we ſhould 
| not be bound by our treaties to make compenſation to 
[| | the other powers in the analogous caſe, he-did not mean 
| to give an opinion that it ought to be done to Great- 
| Britain. But ſtill if any cafes ſhall ariſe ſubſequent to 
1 that date, the circumſtances of which ſhall place them 
| | on ſimilar ground with thoſe before it, the Preſident 
iz would think compenſation equally incumbent on the 
United States. 

Inſtructions are given to the governors of the differ- 
ent ſtates, to uſe all the means in their power for reſtor- 
ing prizes of this laſt deſcription found within their 
ports. Though they will of courſe take meaſures to be 

informed of them, and the general government has gi- 
ven them the aid of the cuſtom-houſe officers for this 
4 purpoſe, yet you will be ſenſible of the importance of

rection, in order that the governors may uſe the means 
in their power for making reſtitution.

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Hence you will perceive Sir, that the Preſident con- 
templates reſtitution or compenſation in the caſe before 
the 7th Auguſt; and after that date, reſtitution if it 
can be effected by any means in our power. And that it 
will be important that you. ſhould ſubſtantiate the fact, 
that ſuch prizes are in our ports or waters. 


Your liſt of the privateers illicitly armed in our ports 


is, I believe, correct. 


With reſpect to loſſes by detention, waſte, ſpoliation 
ſuſtained by veſſels taken as before mentioned, between 
the dates of June 5th and Auguſt 7th, it is propoſed as 


a proviſional meaſure, that the collector of the cuſtoms 


of the diſtrict, and the Britiſh conſul, or any other perſon 
you pleaſe, ſhall appoint perſons to eſtabliſh the value of 
the veſſel and cargo, at the time of her capture and of 
her arrival in the port into which ſhe is brought, accord- 


ing to their value in that port. If this ſhall be agreeable 


to you, and you will be pleaſed to ſignify it to me, with 
the names of the prizes underſtood to be of this deſ- 
cription, inſtructions will be given accordingly, to the 
collector of the cuſtoms where the reſpective veſſels are.

ARTICLE 1ſt. YN ROM the date of the preſent treaty, 


there ſhall ſubſiſt a firm and ſincere

BasHaw, Dey of Algiers, his Divan and ſubjects; the 
veſſels and ſubjects of both nations reciprocally treating 
each other with civility, honor and reſpect. 


ARTICLE the 2d. All veſſels belonging to the citi- 
zens of the United States of North America, ſhall be 
permitted to enter the different ports of the Regency, 
to trade with our ſubjects, or any other perſons reſiding 


within our juriſdiction, on. paying the uſual duties at | 


our cuſtom houſe that is paid by all nations at peace 
with this Regency; obſerving that all goods diſembar- 
ked and not ſold here ſhall be permitted to be reimbar- 


ked without paying any duty whatever, either for diſ. 


embarking or embarking. All naval and military 
ſtores, ſuch as gun powder, lead, iron, plank, ſulphur, 
timber for building, tar, pitch, roſin, turpentine, and 


any other goods denominated naval and military ſtores, 


ſhall be permitted to be ſold in this Regency, without 
paying any duties whatever at the cuſtom houſe of

ARTICLE zd. The veſſels of both nations ſhall pal: 
each other without any impediment or moleſtation 
and all goods, monies or paſſengers, of whatſoever na: 
tion, that may be on board of the veſſels belonging tc 
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ARTICLE 4th. All ſhips of war belonging to this 
Regency, on meeting with merchant veſſels belonging 
to citizens of the United States, ſhall be allowed to vi- 
ſit them with two perſons only beſide the rowers ;—theſe 
two only permitted to go on board ſaid veſſel, without 
obtaining expreſs leave from the commander of ſaid veſ- 
ſe], who ſhall compare the paſſport, and immediately

All ſhips of war belonging to the United States of North 
America, on meeting with an Algerine cruiſer, and

cruiſe unmoleſted: no paſſport to be iflued to any ſhips 
but ſuch as are; abſolutely the property of citizens

| ARTICLE 5th. No commander of any cruiſer be- 
longing to this regency, ſhall be allowed to take any 


perſon, of whatever nation or denomination, out of

ARTICLE the 8th, Any citizen of the United States 
of North America, having bought any prize condemned 
by the Algerines, ſhall not be again captured by the 
cruiſers of the Regency then at ſea, although they have 
not a paſſport; a certificate from the Conſul reſident 
being deemed ſufficient, until ſuch time they can pro- 
cure ſuch paſſport. 


ARTICLE the gth. If any of the Barbary ſtates at 


war with the United States of North America, ſhall 


capture any American veſſel and bring her into any of 
the ports of this Regency, they ſhall not be permitted 
to ſell her, but ſhall depart the port on procuring the 
requiſite ſupplies of proviſion. 


ARTICLE the 1oth. Any veſſel belonging to the Uni- 
ted States of North America, when at war with any 
other nation, ſhall be permitted to ſend their prizes into 
the ports of the Regency, have leave to diſpoſe of them, 
without paying any duties on ſale thereof. All veſſels 
wanting proviſions or refreſhments, ſhall be permitted 
to buy them at market price. | 


ARTICLE the 11th. All ſhips of war belonging to 


the United States of North America, on anchoring in 


the ports of the Regency, ſhall receive the uſual pre- 
ſents of proviſions and refreſhments, gratis. Should 


any of the ſlaves of this Regency make their eſcape on 
board ſaid veſſels, they ſhall be immediately returned: 
No excuſe ſhall be made that they have hid themſelves 
amongſt the people and cannot be found, or any other 
equivocation. 
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ARTICLE the 12th. No citizen of the United States 
of North America, ſhall be obliged to redeem any ſlave 
againſt his will, even ſhould he be his brother : neither 
ſhall the owner of a ſlave be forced to ſell him againſt 
his will: but all ſuch agreements muſt be made by con- 
ſent of parties. Should any American citizen be taken 
on board an enemy-{hip, by the cruiſers of this Regency, 
having a regular paſſport, ſpecifying they are citizens 
of the United States, they ſhall be immediately ſet at 
liberty. On the contrary, they having no paſſport, 
they and their property ſhall be conſidered lawful prize; 
as this Regency know their friends by their paſſports. 


ARTICLE the 13th. Should any of the citizens of 
the United States of North America, die within the li- 
mits. of this Regency, the Dey and his ſubjects ſhall not 
interfere with the property of the deceaſed ; but it ſhall 
be under the immediate direction of the conſul : unleſs 
otherwiſe diſpoſed of by will. Should there be no con- 
ſul, the effects ſhall be depoſited in the hands of ſome 
perſon worthy of truſt, until the party ſhall appear who 
has a right to demand them ; when they ſhall render an 
account of the property. Neither ſhall the Dey or Divan 
give hindrance in the execution of any will that may 
appear. 


ARTICLE 14th. No citizen of the United States 
of North America, ſnhall be obliged to purchaſe any 
goods againſt his will ; but on the contrary, ſhall be 
allowed to purchaſe whatever it pleaſeth him.—The 
conſul of the United States of North America, or any 
other citizen, ſhall not be amenable for debts contract- 
ed by any one of their own nation; unleſs previouſly 
they have given a written obligation ſo to do. Should 


the Dey want to freight any American veſſel that may 
be in the Regency, or Turkey, ſaid veſſel not being 
engaged; in conſequence of the friendſhip ſubſiſting 
between the two nations, he expects to have the pre-

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ference given him, on his paying the ſame freight of- 
tered by any other nation. 


ARTICLE the 15th. Any diſputes or ſuits at law, that 
may take place between the ſubjects of the Regency and 


the citizens of the United States of North America, 


ſhall be decided by the Dey in perſon, and no other. 
Any diſputes that may ariſe between the citizens of the 
United States, ſhall be decided by the conſul ; as they 
are in ſuch caſes not ſubject to the laws of this Regency. 


ARTICLE the 16th. Should any citizen of the Uni- 
ted States of North America, kill, wound, or ſtrike a 
ſubject of this Regency, he ſhall be puniſhed in the ſame 
manner as a Turk, and not with more ſeverity. Should 
any citizen of the United States of North America, in 
the above predicament, eſcape priſon, the Conſul ſhall 
not become anſwerable for him. 


ARTICLE the 17th. The Conſul of the United States 
of North America, ſhall have every perſonal ſecurity 
given him and his houſhold : he ſhall have liberty to 
exerciſe his religion in his own houſe : all ſlaves of the 
ſame religion ſhall not be impeded in going to ſaid Con- 


ſul's houſe, at hours of prayer. The Conſul ſhall have 


liberty and perſonal ſecurity given him to travel when- 
ever he pleaſes, within the Regency : he ſhall have free 
licence to go on board any veſſel lying in our roads, 


whenever he ſhall think fit. The Conſul ſhall have leave 


to appoint his own Drogaman and Broker.

ARTICLE the 18th. Should a war break out between 
the two nations, the Conſul of the United States of 
North America, and all citizens of ſaid States, ſhall | 
have leave to embark themſelves and property unmo- | 


leſted, on board of what veſſel or veſlels they ſhall think 
proper. 7 


ARTICLE the 19th. Should the cruiſers of Algiers 
capture any veſſel, having citizens of the United States 
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of North America on board, they having papers to 
prove they are really ſo, they and their property ſhall be 
immediately diſcharged. And ſhould the veſſels of the 
United States capture any veſſels of nations at war with 
them, having ſubjeas of this Regency on board, they 
ſhall be treated in like manner. 


ARTICE the 20th. On a veſſel of war belonging to 
the United States of North-America anchoring in our 
ports, the Conſul is to inform the Dey of her arrival ; 
and ſhe ſhall be ſaluted with twenty one guns; which 
ſhe 1s to return in the ſame quantity or number. And 
the Dey will ſend freſh proviſions on board, as is cuſ- 
tomary, gratis. | 5 | 


ARTICLE the 21ſt. The Conſul of the United States 
of North America, ſhall not be required to pay duty 
for any thing he brings from a foreign country for 
the uſe of his houſe and family. 


ARTICLE the 22d. Should any diſturbance take place 
between the citizens of the United States and the ſub- 
jects of this Regency, or break any article of this treaty, 
war ſhall not be declared immediately ; but every thing 
ſhall be ſearched into regularly : the party injured ſhall

be made reparation. 


On the 2iſt of the Luna of Safer, 1210, correſpon- 
ding with the 5th September 1795, JoskPH DoNAL D- 
SON, junior, on the part of the United States of North 
America, agreed with HAssAN BasHaw, Dey of Al- 
giers, to keep the articles contained in this treaty ſacred 
and inviolable; which we the Dey and Divan promiſe 
to obſerve, on conſideration of the United States pay- 
ing annually the value of twelve thouſand Algerine le- 
quins in maritime ſtores. Should the United States 
forward a larger quantity, the overplus ſhall be paid for 
in money, by the Dey and Regency. Any veſſel that 
may be captured from the date of this treaty of peace 
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and amity, ſhall immediately be delivered up on her 


arrival in Algiers.

WuHzREAsS the underwritten David Humphreys, hath 
been duly appointed Commiſſioner Plenipotentiary, by 
letters patent under the ſignature of the Preſident and 
ſeal of the United States of America, dated the 3oth of 


March 1795, for negotiating and concluding a treaty of ' 


peace with the Dey and Governors of Alpiers ; whereas 
by inſtructions given to him on the part of the Executive, 


dated the 28th of March and 4th of April 1795, he hath 


been further authorized to employ Joſeph Donaldſon 
junior, on an agency in the ſaid buſineſs ; whereas by a 
writing under his hand and ſeal, dated 21ſt May, 1795, 
he did conſtitute and appoint Joſeph Donaldſon junior, 


agent in the buſineſs aforeſaid ; and the ſaid Joſeph Do- 


naldſon junior, did on the 5th of September 1795, agree 
with Haſſan Baſhaw, Dey of Algiers, to keep the articles 
of the preceding treaty ſacred and inviolable : 


Now know ye, That I David Humphreys, commiſſio- | 


ner plenipotentiary aforeſaid, do approve and conclude 
the ſaid treaty, and every article and clauſe therein con- 
tained ; reſerving the ſame nevertheleſs for the final rati- 
fication of the Preſident of the United States of America, 


by and with the advice and conſent of the Senate of the 


ſaid United States. ä
